The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington.—There was a day when a 
visit of a high French official caused the 
capital of the United States to turn hand­ 
springs—as, for instance, the pilgrimage 
of the late Pierre Laval, 
then 
prime minister of 
France.
